Paris Men’s Wear Fashions 
Fall/Winter ’73-74 


Read up on your English Classics 

French men’s wear is a total salute to the 
well-bred English Classicism in both design 
and fabric. There’s subtle refinement, a clear- 
ing-out of non-functional details, a new gentle 
treatment to shapes and fabrics. Design is 
directed to specific activity and lifestyle. Gym 
suits are appropriately practical, the hunting 
jacket is for the hunt, motorcycle jackets are 
for motorcycling. No more disguises .. . 
reality is here for sport or city life. 


Fabrics and colors ‘73-74 

The British influence is everywhere in fabrics . 
. Harris tweeds, chevrons, checks, plaids, 

windowpane checks, flannels and shetlands. 

Colors are muted; soft camel, slate blue, 

racing green, wine, and black. 


Jackets, now less skimped, 


are shorter 

The still narrow shoulder has slight padding. 
The fitted body is not cinched. The tradition- 
al back vent is disappearing. There’s back 
interest in yokes and set-in half belts. Variety 
appears in the unmatched jacket and pants. 


Pants are wider, with pinch pleats. 

There’s ease that lets a man put his hands in 
the sometimes vertical, sometimes bias, poc- 
kets. Pants are straight cut from top to 
bottom, and cuffed. 


Strong return to the three piece ensemble. 
Jacket, pants, vest buttoned under the jacket; 
the newest look, is this trio. Different fabrics 
in monochromatic colors of the same quality 
co-ordinate, e.g. a Prince de Galles patterned 
jacket, a checked vest, small chevron for 
pants.

The Man at Ease— 
Barriers He’s Breaking 


Jackets—“‘Baseball”’ type jackets that trim the 
waist, either with fit or, more often, with 
ribknit or elasticizing. 


Put-togethers . . . blending shirt colors of 
different patterns, one over the other. Top 
one may be a jacket—or tucked in—or re- 
moved. 


Shirts .. . Gingham . . . in light multicolor 
stripes . . . mini as well as jumbo checks, often 
in pastels; all in cool cotton blends. 


Sweater sets—sleeveless V-neck pullovers with 
cardigans. Layered put-togethers . . . blended 
or matched. V-necks as part of tennis sweater 
revival. Printed bodyshirts for men. 


“Unconstructed look’’—minimum of tailoring. 
Shoulder pads (if any) are wafer thin—coat is 
entirely machine made. Fabrics . . . canvas- 
like coarse linen, seersucker, madras, knit; 
heathery flannel look in texturized polyester; 
brushed and napped fabrics with suede effect. 
Colors . . . lights to pastels; solids with 
contrast stitching. 


Bicycling jacket in nylon ciré . . . horizontal 
“Scotchgard”’ stripe to reflect light . . . rolled 
up fits into its own small zipped pocket in 
back. 


Tailored Suits 

Crisp, cool look of whites and pale off-whites 
for summer. Patch pockets on many unlined 
jackets, pleat front pants, some with button- 
down watch pocket flaps,two-inch cuffed 
bottoms. 


Off Whites ... natural tones and pale pastels . 
. . putty and wheat .. . slubbed silks and 
blends of cotton with linen ... sport coats in 
seersucker and Madras... giant bold plaids. . 
. mini and oversize gingham checks. Silk suits 
... Vested suits .. . two-button single breasted 
suits .. . sheer off-white shirts . . . white shirts 

. . some with smooth fly-front ... dark ties . 
. . oversize bow ties.

Knit Sweaters take an enormous place 

in fashion. 

Rough, thick sweater jackets and classic shet- 
land cardigans replace the sports jacket. The 
little pieces (the sleeveless vest, v-necked 
sweaters in solids and jacquards) coordinate 
for town wear, with pants and jacket, e.g. 
windowpane jacket, checked pullover, shirt in 
tiny checks, tweed pants. 


The shirt is newly studied. Whether to co- 
ordinate or contrast purposely is now part of 
the whole look. The longer collar has a wide 
spread to facilitate the wider tie and giant 
butterfly knots. The solid shirt is strongly 
colored, like caramel or carbon blue. Checks 
and plaids are important. The crepe de Chine 
shirt has reappeared. For sport shirts, foulard 
patterns and small animal designs. 


The coat takes to the English raglan . . . full, 
deep back pleat, removable belt, knee length. 
But the classic coat gives way to the 3/4 coat, 
especially for sportswear . . . thick loden 
jackets ... heavily line plaids... many parkas 
... a great deal of acrylic used with poplin or 
moleskin. The short blouson continues its 
glittering career in leather, gabardine, etc. 


“The World of Balenciaga”’ at 

Metroplitan Museum (March 23-July 1)

Footwear for fall ‘73 


Leading off, watch the platform . . . soles are 
bound with grosgrain by David Evins,... 
embroidered ribbon by John Jerro . . . leather 
soles come under crepe platforms by Julianelli. 


Incoming is the colored sole . . . Golo shows 
crepe soles with a sandwich look, with black 
and white ‘“‘fillings’’, or see red with black, 
brown with beige. 


Boots begin at the bottom, rising. from a 
platform or bottom. Two-piece boots, e.g. 
Golo’s “hooded look’’ for fall . . . a heelless 
boot hooded over the shoe . . . unzip and 
remove boot indoors. Two-tone boots, in pale 
and strong colors. 


Nothing is “just a pump”. . . Pumps can be 
bold, tall-heeled, high platformed. Or seamless 
on low heels (David Evins). 


“Everything” comes back in fashion? Yes, but 
with such new ideas... Fall “73 saddle shoes . 
. . bump toes, crepe soles. Cloggy oxfords... 
sexy sandals.

Kid Stuff in Paris 

For winter ‘73-74, the kids (and we do mean 
the 3-6 and 7-14 kids) will be very much like 
the grownups. No more costumes, instead the 
classics in subtle colors. Costumes (parent 
style) have colors and patterns in carefully 
studied coordinates. English influence in fab- 
ric. Lots of blousons, parkas, pullovers. Their 
own special fashions include overalls, in all 
sorts of materials, coordinated with blouses 
(even, for a little girl’s dressup outfit, black 
velvet overall with white satin blouse). Lots of 
sweatshirts, too, replacing the summer tee 
shirt. 
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
